CROOKED CUSTOMS. 
ALLEGED SWINDLING IN THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicage 
New York, Dec. 27.—When Capt. Brock- 
ett was promoted to the position of Chief of 
the Special Agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Dec. 18, he at once turned his atten- 
tion to the first division of the public stores 
in this city, which is almost exclusively for 
the inspection of damaged goods. The plan 
is for an importer, after he has paid his 
dues, to make an appeal for damages sus- 
tained to the importation while in passage. 
The Collector refers the claim whefi made 
to the Appraiser, and he in turn 
to the first division. On turning to 
the account of Appraisers’ stores, Capt. 
Brockett found what appeared to him 
to be an excessive allowance for damages on 
a cargo of produce in April last. The 
amount allowed was 47 per cent. It so hap- 
pene ! that the whole cargo was bought oy 
one merchant, instead of being sold in small 
lots. The merchant was sent for and said 
the cargo was in fine shape, and the claim 
for damage at the very outset could 
been over 10 per cent. 
The importer, who in truth sustained com- 
paratively no loss at all, was found to have 
received a rebate of $3,500 for damages to the 
cargo. He was summoned before Capt. 
Brockett and confessed that he paid an Ex- 
aminer $400 for services in securing the re- 
bate. He said he gave the officer the money 
for obtain the allowance to him. Capt. 
Brockett laid the matter before United States 
Distriet-Attorney Woodford and suggested 
that a criminal action should be insti- 
tated against two Examiners and the 
importer. While the money was only paid 
to one, it was evident that two 
Examiners shared in it. Warrants were 
drawn for the arrest of the three men. It 
was said the men might be arrested tonight 
or tomorrow at the least. The penaity for 
conspir to defraud the Government, as in 
this Case, Is a fine of not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $10,000, and imprisonment not 
more than two years. The allowance of dam- 
ages in the Appraiser’s office has long been 
subject to suspicion.

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DIAMONDS. 
DEALERS COMPLAINING OF DULL TRADE.

New York, Dec. 27.—There seems to be a 
good deai of depression in the diamond trade, 
and some dealers here believe there are strong 
indications of approaching serious difficul- 
ties caused by dullness and an oversupply of 
precious stones.

A Maiden Lane 
dealer says: Business has not been as 
brisk during the holidays as we exvected, 
and as a natural result the retailers 
have not purchased as largely from the 
importers as they usually do. The Import- 
ers have thus a larger stock of diamonds on 
hand than they need, and for the next few 
months they wil! not import any more.”

New York, Dec. 27.—When Dr. Norvin 
Green, the President of the Western Union, 
was asked about the effect of Judge Ar- 
noux’s decision today he said he did not see 
how it could hold. When the stock in ques- 
tion was issued all the old stock was taken 
up and new stock issued in its place. The 
amount of clerical labor was great, 
and in many, if not- most, cases a 
single certificate was made out to a holder 
for the amount of both his old and new stock.

Arnoux also rendered his decision granting 
the motion for a fenewalof the Injunction 
against the deciaration of the dividend upon 
the stock specified. Notice of injunction has 
been served on the company today, but its 
effect is merely nominal, reaching a few 
small 2 as the company had already 
paid the dividend as on other occasions. As 
this is part of the scheme to — — stock, 
it is claimed that further — oceedings on the 
other side may be looked for. 

AT THE OFFICE. 

The Commercial says: A reporter called 
this afternoon at the office of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and saw the law 
officers, who said leave had been asked to 
make a motion before a court which, if grant- 
ed, will stay the effect of the injunction until 
the matter can come up before the Court of 
Appeals. ‘The argument on this motion will 
doubtless take place tomorrow. With re- 
gard to the enjoining of the company against 

payment of the dividend on the 
$15,526,640 worth of capital stock, it was said 
the payment of the dividend began as soon as 
it was declared, as is usually the custom with 
the company, al and without any knowledge of 
the court intending to graut an injunction to 
prevent such payment. ‘The payments be- 
gan about Dec. 13, and by this time nineteen- 
twentieths of the amount had been paid. It 
would therefore be now very difficult to se- 
ect from the whole capital of $80,000,000 
THE PRECISE $15,526,590, 
against the payment of which the company 
has been enjoined. When a dividend is de- 
clared, a specified day for its payment is 
mentioned for convenience for bookkeeping, 
but it had yet to be learned there was 
any law to prevent the money be paid at 
once, if convenient, as soon as it had been 
declared. The declaration of dividend sets 
aside a certain portion of 1 earn- 
ings to de paid to stockholders, and 
when so declared cannot be used in 
any other way y the 1 ny. 
but belongs to the individual stockholders. 
Its payment to them, therefore, is only plac- 
ing in their hands what is legitimately their 
own, and if a specific day is mentioned the 
object is to fix the time by which money shall 
so transferred, but dves not compel 
the company to hold it in their hands until 
that specified period. The tastient of divi- 
dends in advance of the specified day is 
therefore nothi new, as can be easily 
shown in court if necessary.’ 
COMMENTS. 

The Post, referring to the granting of an 
injunction by the court today against the 
payment of a dividend on the $15,526,509 of

POLITICAL NOTES. 


Gov. Foster on the Liquor Question— 
The Nebraska Senatorial Fight 
—Repentant Michigan 
Greenbackers. 


Special Dispetch to The Chicago Tribune 


Cotumsus, O., Dec. 27.—Rumors have been 


numerous and considerable talk has been in- 
Gulged in for some time in reference to Gov. 
Foster’s forthcoming message to the Legisla- 
ture. The Democratic press of Ohio have 
been giving what purported to be the Gov- 
ernor’s view of the liquor question. His 
views on this vexed question are anxiously 
looked for by the leaders of the two great 
political parties, while the Prohibitionists 
are standing to one side, waiting for the pub- 
lication of his views on prohibition. To 
satisfy all parties a representative of Tur 
Tripune called on Gov. Foster this 
evening, and found mim in his 
usual good humor. When told the object of 
the call the Governor remarked: “I Will 
submit three recommendations to the Legis- 
lature: First, the adoption of a joint resolu- 
tion to submit a single constitutional amend- 
ment to the people, givine the Legisiature 
full control over the liquor traffic, thereby 

ANNULLING THE ANTI-LICENSE CLAUSE 
of the Constitution.“ This isin accordance 
with the Cleveland platform, and the Gov- 
ernor thinks it is desired by the majority of 
the people of Ohio. Second, the Governor 
will recommend the adoption of a simple 
tax law for the liquor traffic, leaving out all 
of the objectionable features of the Pond 
law, the bond clause.

* PAUPER 1 ABOR ” 

In his recent address before the Farmers’ 
‘Convention in Chicago, Gov, Cullom at- 
tempted to defend the system of tariff 
monopolies with the venerable ‘ pauper 
labor” arguments. Perhaps this. was the 
best he could do. Certainly no new argu- 
ments in favor of protection have been fur- 
nished by the bad plight to which it has 
brought our iron and steel and other great 
industries today, after twenty years of “free 
license” in the application of its theories. 
Lyman Beecher once eonfessed that when 
he had nothing te say he used to holler.“ 
In default of new facts of arguments, the 
protectionist ean always be relied on to 
„holler about the pauper labor of Europe. 

Paupers do not labor. Pauper labor is as 
great a contradiction in terms as the expres- 
sion “self-suppartmg protectionist ’’ would 
be. The paupers of Europe go to the poor- 
houses to live on taxes levied on honest labor 
just as the American tariff monopolist goes 
to Washington to get his sustenance out of 
taxes. It is an insult to the farmer of this 
country to argue that the hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of Ms produce that he 
sends abroad eyery year is swapped off for 
products of “ pauper labor.” That is not the 
kind of trades he makes. 

The great prize of the world’s trade will 
go in the future, as in the present, to the 
country that controls the cotton manufact- 
ure. The United States is just beginning to 
compete with England in this industry. We 
raise most of the cotton that is grown in the 
world, and have more coal, iron, water-pow- 
er, and labor than the mother country. En- 
gland is now mistress of this magnificent 
business. It turnishes the heaviest item in 
the exports which she sends abroad in order 
to procure her food, for, sad to relate, En- 
gland is dependent for her daily bread upon 
“the pauper wheat” of the United States 
and other countries, 

England. after long trial of the other policy 
now in force here, leaves her manufacturers 
to take care of themselves in their competi- 
tion with their foreign rivals, and does not 
allow them to be taxed one cent to support 
other British manufacturers. The United 
States taxes the cotton manufacturer for the 
benefit of every other American manufact- 
urer, and then to make it even taxes all of 
the latter class for his benefit, This is “ pro- 
tection,” and according to the claims of the 
theory it is, first, necessary because English 
wages are lower than American, and, sec- 
ond, is advantageous because it keeps Amer- 
ican wages above the pauper wages of Great 
Britain. 

What are the hard facts against which this 
theory must try itself? Consular reports 
lately published by our State Department 
show that the average annual wages earned 
by the cotton spinners of Great Britain are 
$250.38 for each operative. Our own census 
gives the corresponding wages paid to our 
cotton workers as $245.06 foreach. Worse 
yet for the protectionist theory—it is only a 
theory—the average annual wages 4f Ameri- 
can workingmen in all branches of manu- 
factures, protected and unprotected, was in 
1880 $345.80, or $100 more than the protected 
cotton industry pays its employés. Free- 
trade England gives its cotton workers better 
pay than “ protectionist’? Ameried@ and in 
America the much protected cotton manu- 
facturers pay less to their laborers than the 
general average of wages. 

This is an astounding exhibit, and when 
the working people once get the facts of this 
protectionist breach of faith through their 
heads they will sue fer an absolute divorce. 

But the manufacturer realizes the prom- 
ised fruits of protection no more than the

There is, however. but small hope of the 
passage of the bill at this session. Had there 
been any probability of its being enacted 
into law, we greatly fear it would have hardly 
advanced so far as it has. The few Democrats 
in the Senate who voted for it, and the many 
who abstained from voting against it, voved 
or abstained from voting because they be- 
lieved there was no ultimate danger of the 
bill becoming law. Still there is a gleam of 
hope for the friends of a rational reform of 
the civil service in all this. The fact that 
such a bill should have been considered, de- 
bated, and passed by one branch of Congress 
is an encouragement. Following close upon 
the election at which the people so emphat- 
ically pronounced their condemnation of the 
whole business of robbery under the 
guise of political assessment and of 
the spoils system in politics comes 
the partial passage of this bill. This fact 
shows that the Senate realizes to some ex- 
tent the determined stand taken by the 
American people on these questions, and 
whether the bill shall ever become law or 
not this admission is worth somethmg. We 
may not receive from this Congress a law 
which shall put a stop to the evils under 
which the country has so Jong suffered, but 
the remedy cannot be much longer delayed.

THE DEMOCRATIC BRIDGE FOR 1884. 

When the Democracy shall have encoun- 
tered their accustemed defeat in 1884 they 
will regret their present attitude of opposi- 
tion to civil-service reform. Reckoning 
chickens before they are hatehed is not 
merely an absurd occupation: it is a danger- 
ous indulgence. Banking on the future pro- 
motes carelesness of the present. 

The Democrats are altogether too frisky 
over a Victory which exists as yet only in 
their vivid imagination. It ought not to be 
necessary to remind Democratic leaders that 
a President to serve from 1885 to 1889 was not 
chosen at the late election. 

Two months ago Demecratic chieftains 
made themselves hoarse shouting for civil 
service reform, and the people seemed to 
think very faverabiy of the proposition; at 
all events they voted that way. Now, how- 
ever, these same Democratic chieftains not 
only insist that there shall not be a single 
civil-service reform plank in their platform, 
but protest against the Republicans putting 
any in theirs. They say to Republicans: We 
were for civil-service reform as outs,“ but 
in two years we shall be the “ins,” and we 
won’t have civil-seryice reform. Now they 
are saying very frankly to thecountry: “ You 
have made up your minds to adopt our plat- 
form; very well; weare going to coustruct 
it entirely of ‘to the victors belong the 
spoils’ and ‘a clean sweep of officeholders’ 
planks, and if you will please te go with us 
you won’t knew where you are until you 
are landed in the old Democratic ditch. 
We are convinced that the American people 
are at last tired of progress and want to go 
backward. We feel so sure of this that we 
don’t hesitate to tell you so frankly. We pro- 
pose to restore good old Democratic’ times; 
those times in which Swartwout stole a 
million and a quarter dollars from the New 
York Custom-House and gotout of the coun- 
try with it; those times when Martin Van 
Buren appointed a respectable(?) Democrat 
to the Supreme Bench of New York to hide 
his iniquities; those times when ‘politics’ 
was ‘a matter of doilars and cents and ad- 
herence te party the only hope of gain’; 
those times, in short, when the subject of 
the reform of the civil service had not been 
mentioned, and conducting the Government 
on the spoils theory was considered legiti- 
mate politics.” 

Perhaps Mr. Voorhees, of Indiana, and 
Mr. Brown, of Georgia, will not capsize the 
Democratic milk-pail. Perhaps Mr. George, of 
Mississippi, will succeed in keeping it poised 
on the Democratic head. Perhaps the Voor- 
hees and Brown eggs will not get addied to a 
degree that will make them smell very bad 
indeed long before the ides of November, 
1884. But the bridge-building the Demo- 
cratic chieftains are doing just now in Con- 
gress for a river the people are not ready to 
cross affords indications of a rather frail 
structure. 


PROTECTED AND WNON-PROTECTED IN. 
DUSTRY. 

In the report of the Tariff Commission are 
reproduced from the census the statements 
of the manufacturing industries of the coun- 
try. The value of the manufactures of cot- 
ton goods in 1380 is placed at $210,950,383. 

In considetution of the fact of the number 
ef persons employed in the production of 
these cotton goods—that is, the conversion of 
raw cotton, worth #113,765,587, into finished 
manufactured goods—the raw cotton and 
other materials have acquired a value of 
$210,060,383, the sum of $45,614,537 being ex- 
pended for the necessary labor. 

The Tariff Commission reports that this re- 
sult has been exclusively due to an average 
tax of 35 per cent levied and imposed upon 
the people of the country for the benefit of 
the persons engaged in the manufacture of 
cotten goods, and that had not this tax been 
forced from the people of the country asa 
special bounty to this limited number of per- 
sons all the cotton-mills would have been 
closed up, and this production would have 
been extinguished. 

During the same year, 1880, the farmers of 
Illinois produced exclusively from their own 
labor crops of the een value:

Fut cattie 
Orchard products 


We have omitted other farm products to a 
value of over $50,000,000, including only so 
many as equal the entire value of the cotton 
manufactures of the whole United States, 
including that of the raw cotton and all the 
other material. 

The products of the farmers of Illinois 
were sold in the open market, in comtpetition 
with the production of the reat of the world: 
they were sold at the prices offered in the 
world’s markets, our predueers not only 
being compelied to take the best prices they 
could get, but at the same time being com- 
pelled to pay the tax for special bounties to 
the manufacturers of cotton and woolen 
goods and iron and steel implements. 

In the State of Illinois the productive labor 
ef the farm is not “ protected ” by any boun- 
ty levied for its reward. The man who builds 
ashipis just now hanging around the lob- 
bies at Washington asking Congress not only 
to vote him so much aton to help him to 
build the ship but so much a ton annually to 
enable him to operate his ship. The man 
who cultivates the soil in IAnols is com- 
pelled to take what the ground yields in the 
number of bushels to the acre, and also to 
accept the best price per bushel that the mar- 
Kets of the world can offer him. There is no 
law which fixes a minimum priee on his corn 
or wheat; the cotton manufacturer has a law 
whieh fixes a price per square yard for the 
cotton cloth he produces below which it can- 
be sold by any outside manufacturer. But 
the farmers of Illinois have no such parental 
Government. Our Government has a family 
of favored children for whose benefit it 
collects a tax from the tarmers of 
to @ per cent on all they 
have to purchase. The Illinois farmer who 
lays aside $1,000 of his annual earnings to 
purehase clothing for himself and fanflly, 
hlankets, carpets, and glass ware, cutlery, 
crockery, and other articles ef furniture, will 
find that he must first divide his money, set- 
ting aside one portion of his $1,000 for the 
purehase of the goods, and the other to pay 
the tax for the support of the cotton and 
woolen manufacturers; and that when he has 
purehased $700 worth of cloth, and paid $2380 
tax thereon, he will have $20 left to expend 
less the proportion needed to pay the tax. 

Why should the comparatively few people 
of the United States engaged in converting 
$115,000,000 of raw cotton into $210,000,900 of 
cotton cloth, be entitled to collect a. tax of 30 
te 40 per cent on the value of their product 
when the people of Illinois who produee 
values to an equal amount from their own 
labor, are not only denied such bounty, but 
are compelled to pay this tax ?

THE AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN CELEBRATION. 
The loyal citizens of Austro-Hungary are 
engaged in the celebration of a noteworthy 
event in the history of their country. Six 
hundred years ago the house of Hapsburg 
first attained to imperial honors, when Ru- 
dolph, Countof Hapsburg, was elected Em- 
peror of Germany, or, to be more correct, of 
the Holy Roman Empire, Today a Haps- 
burg, in the person of Fraricis Joseph L, 
Emperor of Austria and King of Hungary, 
oceupies the throne of his ancestors, Dur- 
ing the 600 years which have elapsed since 
the imperial crown was piaced upou the 


sentatives of his honse 
throne of Austria, while \ seden 


Hungary also. The family ranks with thé 
most distinguished in Europe, judged from 
the standard of the herald, and has contrib- 
uted Kings, Queens, and rulers for nearly 
every one of the Continental States. In the 
sixteenth century Charles V. ruled not only 
over Germany but over Spain and the Neth- 
erlands, and at different periods in its bis- 
tory the reigning house of Austria has borne 
sway over Italy and nearly all the territory 
whieh is now comprised in the Empire of 
Germany. The Hapsburgs wore the impe- 
rial diadem nearly 500 years before the 
Brandenburg Duke assumed the title of 
King of Prussia, and, in fact, most of the 
present rulers of Europe are of mushroom 
growth as compared to them. Under the 
rule of the present Emperor and King much 
has been changed and much improved, 
Austria lost its gontrel over Lombardy and 
Venice, but the ties which bound it to 
Hungary were drawn closer by the 
adoption of the Constitution of 1867, 
in virtue of which each State retains its own 
Parliament, Ministers, and Government. 
Austro-Hungary possesses a fairly repre- 
sentative form of government, and is mak- 
ing vast strides in the matter of educa- 
cation. Like all Continental nations it sup- 
ports a large standing army, and in the past 
its financial condition has been seriously 
crippled by the wars in which it has from 
time to time engaged. But within the last 
ten years there has been a great improve- 
ment in this respect, and the credit of the 
Empire has been raised considerably. Take 
it for all in all, the 22,000,000 Germans ana 
15,000,000 Slays who form the population of 
Austro-H ungary are a fairly prosperous and 


P contented people, and the celebration of the

THREE MOTIONS BEFORE THE HOUSE. 
One, by Herr Rickert, Secessionist, on be- 
half of the United Liberals, asked that only 
the chief items of the estimates for 1883~84 
should be referred to the Budget Commit- 
tee; another, by Her von Minnigerede, Ger- 
man Conservative, or Bismarekite, demand- 
ed that the corresponding accounts fer 1884 
85 should be similarly dealt with; while a 
third, by Herr von Kardoff, imperialist, 
would have empowered the Budget Commit- 
tee to consider the validity of the technical 
objections which had been urged against the 
idea of biennial badgets. The seeond of 
these motions was rejected by 824 to 43 votes; 
the third was likewise thrown out by a 
smaller majority; while Ilerr Rickert’s pro- 
posal was almost unanimously adopted.

CANADIAN NEWS. 


New Regulations Regarding the Coale 
Fields—Funeral of Sir Hugh Allan 
Generali Dominion News. 

Special Dispatch toThe Chicago Tribune. 

Orrawa, Dec. 27.—The Government has 
decided to make a change in the coai-iaw 
regulations of the Northwest. At present 
the area leased to any one person is limited 
to 320 acres, and the lessee is required to pay 
a ground rent of 25 cents an acre, anda roy- 
alty of 10 cents a ton on the coal mined. 
Failure to commence operations within the 
time specified or to pay the ground rent or 
royalty subjected the lessee to the forfeiture 
of his lease. These regulations were tenta- 
tive in their character, and experience has 
na to the conclusion that a change is desir- 
able. a 

The Government now proposes to emanci- 
pate the miners from the tiefdom of the 
Crown by transferring the land in fee simple 
to the purchaser. Certain districts will be 
declared coal districts, and as such will be 
withdrawn from settlement and sale as agri- 
cultural lands. 

The districts so set apart for the present 
will probably be those situated on the Souris, 
the w, the Belly, and the Saskatchewan 
Rivers. ‘They will not be of very large ex- 
tent in the first piace, but can be increased 
at a later date if it should be considered ad- 
visabie, These lands will be offered to the 
public in small parcels, for sale out and out 
to the highest bidder. It is not yet decided 
whether the sale will be by auction or by ten- 
der, but the latter system seems to offer 
greater security against the formation of 
rings. Tue land in these districts has not yet 
been all surveyed. That in the Souris dis- 
trict will, in all likelihood, be offered first, as 
soon as the detailed information can be ob- 
tained of the surveys, and the other districts 
will be put inthe market as soon as they 
have been surveyed. The Manitoba South- 
western Railway is to run through the Souris 
district, and the other districts will soon be 
within short distances of the Pacific Rail- 
way, or within easy means of reaching it. 
Coal is now being mined on the Belly River, 
which can be fleated down the South Sas- 
katchewan to the main line of the railway. 

Spectal Disvatch to Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Dec. 27.—At a meeting of the 
Secular Society, Mr. Phillip Thompson de- 
livered an address on the subject of The 
Land for the People.” He dwelt on the evils 
of Old-Country landlordism and pointed 
out the growing tendency in the same direc- 
tion, as evinced by high rents in American 
cities and the accumulation of lands in the 
hands of railway corporations. He main- 
tained that land-grabbing in the Northwest 
aitfected the interests of the working classes 
in Old Canada, as the prairies were the 
natural outiets for the surplus labor. He 
advocated Henry George's scheme of land 
nationalization as the remedy for the evils of 
the present system, which would continu- 
ously increase with the growth of popu- 
lation. Men of the most opposit opinions in 
other questions, such as Bishop Nulty and 
Herbert Spencer, practically agreed in up- 
bokling the right of eyery individual to a 
share in the soll. He predicted that in avery 
few years the question would be. a burning 
one in English politics.

Ottawa, Dec. 27.—James Dwyer has been 
found guilty of bigamy. He is 6 years of 
age, and has has bad rather an adventurous 
career. About twenty years ago he lived in 
the Parish of Columbia, in the County of 
Terrebonne, Quebec, He married a young 
woman of this place named Mary Brophy, 
and deserted her on the second day after the 
marriage. No tidings were heard of Dwyer 
fora great many years afterwards, In 1877 
he married a woman named Mary Sleury at 
Allumette Island.

LEE’S SURRENDER. 


A Graphic Description by Gen. ham 
' berlain, of Maine. 

Gen. J. L. Chamberlain, ot Maine, the officer 
who was designated by Geu. Grantto re- 
ceive the surrender of Lee’s army, recently 
described the scene in a lecture in Memorial 
Hall, Bowdoin College. The Brunswick 
Tetegraph furnishes a brief report of his ad- 
dress as follows: — 

On the evening before the great question was 
to be tried we prepared to break camp before 
the dawn. The evemy was in a hopeless condi- 
tion—their right smashed, their centre pierced, 
their strong works in front lost, their principal 
une of communication cut, Petersburg in our 

jon, the fall of their capita! inevitable. 
e campaign lasted twelve days only. The 
skirmishing all day and the marching all night, 
and then on the last three days the racing and 
pursuit, greatiy wearied our men. The oni 
hope of the enemy was to push westerly by a 
pathway that led them along the south of the 
Appomattox River. That pathway waa trav- 
ersed by many streams, and as they rushed along 
it was only to tind at every crossing some hot 
vanguard. It was the last night of the pursuit. 
Sheridan, who was just a little way ahead, had 
sent back word that be was ciose upon the ene- 
my and likely to strike bim at any moment, and 
asked us to make about eight miles more than 
the hard day’s march, that we might keep up 
with his cavairy. it was biackest mid- 
night when, with flushed faces and aching 
fimbe, we reached the goal. Down we 
lay there in our blankets, supperiess; fevered 
by the heat of the march, then chilled by the 
dews of the Virginia spring. Scarcely has the 
first broken dream begun, when a mounted offi- 
cer sviashes down the road, bearing in his band 
a note from Sheridan: If you can possibly 
push out your infaatry tonight we will have 
great results ia the moraing.’ 

Almost before the lingering echoes of the 
„Halt have died away the tired brain of the 
dreamer hears the bugte note. The horses are 
hurried up. The men form in sbort ranks. In 
three hours we have reached Appomattox Sta- 
tion. Already we can bear the sharp ring of the 
hoarse artillery, drowned by the suriy roar of 
the Rebel guns. Thereis no mistake. Sheridan 
is Square across the Rebel retreat, and with that 
giorious cavairy alone, in which gur First Maine 
was in the very front, be was holding at bay all 
that was left of the proudest army of the Con- 
federacy. Suddenly an officer from Sheridan 
appeurs and delivers this message: Sir, Gen. 
Sheridan wishes you to draw olf two columns 
and come to his support. The Kebel infantry is 
press him hard and likely todrive him from 
the field.” Such chanced to be my own order. 

Breaking from the woods we soon catch sight 
of Sheridan’s banner. Beneath it sat that cuim 
— headiong man mounted on a fiery steed that 

ad turned the battie of the Shenandoah. In 
full view of us our cavairy was gallantly stem- 
ming the fire of the Stonewall Jackson corps. 
We wheel into line of battle. Every arm of the 
service was in full play. On one side the line 
rolled back; on the other pressed irresistibly 
on. As the battle took shape we became the ex- 
treme right of a semicircie enveloping Lee. 
Meautinie the other corpsof infantry were com- 
ing up and torming a sort of semicircie. Com- 
ing up on the Hebel rear are the Second, Sixth. 
and Ninth Corps of our army, and unless they 
can break through us within a half-hour, ali is 
lost by them. The Rebel batteries are drawn off 
from the crest, and they take their ground near 
the court-house of the little bamlet called Ap- 

mattox. We press forward on the south side. 
he die is cast. .We Bear the rattle of our light 
artillery coming up bebind, and we catch 
giimpses of Sheridan closing on the foe. We 
dash on over Swamp and stream. Ali is excite- 
ment. Soon two horsemen come galloping out 
from the Rebel line, one of them waving a Uag of 
truce. 

The Aide makes his graceful salutation and de- 
livers his message: Gen. Longstreet desires a 
cessadon of hustilities until he can hear from 
Gen. Lee as to a proposal of surrender.“ Mean- 
time, of course, we still advance. We have no 
orders to halt, but the firing siackens on both 
Sides. lo a moment the order comes to cease 
firtng and to halt. A truce is agreed upon until 
4 0’clock in the afternoon. Fouro’clock comes. 
No word from Lee and Grant is beard; so what 
bave we todo after this but to resume hostili- 
ties? The order came: Prepare to make or 
receive an attack in ten minutes.“ We pushed 
forward our skirmish lines; but Lee ana Grant 
bad come. The final anéwer is not long coming 
now. The surrender is made by Lee. Whata 
word for us! That sky must have been bronze 
that it was not rent asunder by the uproar of 
shouting and cheering that continued late into 
the night. 

We were in camp all the next day while Gens. 
Grant aud Lee were arrang the details of 
surrender. But on the next night, about mid- 
night, | was ordered to have my command out 
at 5 o'clock the next morut to receive the 
colors of the Rebel army of Northern Virginia. 
It was chilly that morning, but you may safely 
guess we were on time. e formed in line of 
battle, stretching aes the south street of the 
town from the bank of the stream to the court- 
house—three-quarters of a mile in extent— 
facing north. We were not ashamed to face 
that way now. Old Massachusetts to the right 
of the linc—all that was left of her Eighteenth, 
Twenty-second, Thirty-second, and the Forty- 
first aine willme to follow where she was 
worthy to lead, and the proud fragments of the 
Twentieth and First sharpshooters; Michigan, 
never behind when a bold biow was to be struck, 
with shadowy fragments of her once giorious 
First, Fourth, Sixteenth; then Pennsylvania on 
the leit with all that remained to be seen of ber 
Sixty-sixth, Eighty-third, Ninety-firet.One Hun- 
dred and Eighteenth, and One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth. in the rear of us, Gregory's New 
York Brigade of new troops, but worthy. Op- 
posit, our own galiant little First Brigade. 

In that surrender Gen. Grant showed am 
nanimity that we were disposed to criticise. ‘he 
insisted, however, that while private property 
should be respected wherever it might be, ail 
that belonged to the secession—the Rebel army, 
officers, and men, must march out in due cere- 
mony and lay down their arms and colors in the 
presence of some portion of our troops. As we 
stand there in the morning mist, we see the 
Rebel army breaking camp, and then slowly and 
reluctantly forming ranks for the last time. 
And now they move—the great mass breaking 
into a Column of march; Gen. Gordon, with the 
Stonewall Jackson corps, then Longstreet’s 
corps, then Hill's corps, commanded by Heath. 
On they came, the Kebellion battie-flags with 


+ the diagonal cross and the thirteen stars. The 


bead of the Hebel column comes opposit our 
rigbt,and at the bugle signal we come to the 
‘carry arms.’ The Rebel commander, Gen. 
Gordon, at the bead of the column, observes this 


_ little courtesy, and drops the point of his sword 


and gives the command to Carry.“ Not a sound 
trom the trumpet, nor roll of drum, but in still- 
ness, as if indeed the dead were passing there— 
thus they moved. Then they stacked arms and 
took off their cartridge-boxes, and laid them on 
the pile. Lastly, painfully,they furied their battle 
flags and laid them in the dust; some kneeling 
down over them and kissing them with burning 
tears. And then the eee 5 Banner 
waved alone upon the fieid. hus all day 
long, division after division comes, goes through 
the ceremony, and passes on. aving been 
stripped of citizenship, and giving their bonor 
never to raise arms again, they can go where 
they will. Meanwhile, ali day, no taunt, no 
cheer, nor whisper of vaingilory escapes a single 
man of ours. ere was something like a haif- 
fraternal feeling toward these men. We were 
feilow-soldiers at last. The tremendous batties 
were wrough: by us together. Whoever had made 
the War, we had ended it. 

On the morrow, along thehillsides, what a con- 
trast indeed! Singty, or in groups, on foot, on 
horse, are those men Making their way. every 
one for his far-away home, and we are left alone 
and lonesome. When we took up our weary 
march homeward it was dull to plod on without 
skirmishers ahead. It was tame, too, that where 
the road ended no pickets were placed. and our 
peace not to be disturbed by the leaden song- 
sters. It seemed a waste of opportunity that 
upon the march when we entered a valley no 
battery beiched upon us from the bights beyond. 

But all is over now and fast vanishmg with 
the years. i see a new genera ing be- 
fore me and around. But though sometimes the 
heart will yearn for those stirr duties and 
those high com panionships of tne fleld.stiil. when 
think of all the nobie spirits that have 
in battle and the storm, and how those littie Vir- 
gos rivers are flowing on touight, just as they 

id while yet those earnest

‘Boston Refiners and Importers De- 
'." clare in Favor of a Large Re- 


duction in the Duty. 


Boston, Dec. 27.—A conference of the 
sugar refiners and importers of Boston and 
vicinity was held today. Every house was 
represented. The meeting was called spe- 
cially to present the views of the trade to 
members of. Congress who were present 
viz.: Bowman, Candler, Morse, Ranney, and 
Russell—and also agree to some arrange- 
ment for the assessment of duties on sugar. 
It was intimated by the Congressmen that 
the differences among the sugar importers 
and refiners had hitherto prevented action, 
and if a plan could be united upon there was 
hope of securing a material reduction in the 
tariff. 3 

THE FOLLOWING WAS ADOPTED: 

Resolved, That the refiners and importers of 
sugar of Boston favor a large reduction in the 
duty on sugar, and that to accomplish this pur- 
pose we request our members of Co to 
favor a schedule as follows: On all sugars, me- 
lado, ete., not above 75 degrees polariscope test 
and not above No. 13 Dutch standard in color, 
75 cents per 100 pounds, with pro rata addition 
tor each degree of polarization above 75 degrees, 
which upon this basis is 3cepts per 10) pounds. 
In approving the graduation of the duty accord- 
ing to the polariscope test, de mean that test 
which is now used in commercial transactions.

Did a Woman Shoot Himin the Hand?

She is separat- 
ed from Count de Beaumont, to whom is 
given the entire guardiauship of two chil- 
dren born of the marriage. French courts 
of justice very rarely set aside maternal 
rights. Mme. de Beaumont was the cause 
in 1869 of a duel between Prince Metternich 
and the Austrian Ambassador to the Court 
of the Tuileries. Ste has since studied art 
under Gustav Doré, and from being his pupil 
became his tyrani. Her mother, the Count- 
ess of Castries, was brought to ruin by her. 
Mme. de Beaumont is vain and imperious. 
Her salon for three winters was an ante- 
chamber to the Bourse.

Celebration of the Great Persian Festi- 
val ou the Bosphorus. 
New York Heraid. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec, L— Wednesday 
last, the 10th day of Moharrem, the first 
month of the Arabic year, was the great 
field-day of the Persians. No festival, how- 
ever, is this annual event, like either of the 
Bairams that bring joy to the Free Believer 
as does Christmas and Easter to the Christian 
world, but a season of great sorrow, re- 
sembling in that respect the Good Friday 
of the latter. It is the day set apart for 
mourning the untimely death, of Ali, the 
cousin and son-in-law of the Prophet, and 
his two sons, Hassan and Hussein, invited 
by a Persian friend I went across to Stam- 
boul on Tuesday night, and never shall I for- 
get the weird, diabolical scene I witnessed 
from the gallery of his office.

“The Donagh” at Hooley’s. 

Neither Mr. Murphy nor the anthor, Mr. 
George Faweett Rowe, is likely to add to 
his laurels by the Irish drama entitled The 
Donagh,” whieh was produced Tuesday 
night, for the first time on any stage. at 
Hooley’s. In view, however, of the fact that, 
either from extreme nervousness or insuffi- 
cient rehearsal, nota single performer was 
at all familiar with his lines, itis impossible 
to pass final judgment either on play or 
playets, But enough was shown last night 
of both to make it reasonably certain that 
without very large and sweeping changes 
Mr. Murphy's Tune Donagh” will never be 
a popular performance. ‘The drama is built 
on the old and terribly conventional lines 
laid down by Mr. Boucicault and his host of 
imitators, from which it seems hopeless to 
expect that this generation will see any rad- 
ical departure. But not only the general 
treatment but the principal incidents are 
stale as che original jokes of nigger min- 
strelsy. itis unnecessary to narrate a story 
with the outlines and motif of which scores 
of Irish dramas have made us distressingly 
familiar. The McBride, of Castle McBride, 
is a good old“ spendthrift, hard-drinking, 
gambling, open-handed Irish squire, who has 
fallen into the clutches of his swindling 
steward, Dorsey MeMurragh. Having said 
as much, the rest might be left to the reader's 
imagination. Of course McMurragh has a 
heavy mortgage on the estates, and equally 
of course he offers to release The McBride 
on condition of receiving the hand of the 
equally inevitable daughter, Kate McBride, 
in marriage, Now throw In an honest, licht- 
hearted, muscular lover, whom we shall call 
Lanty Killaly; a supernumerary villain or 
two, to do MceMurragh’s dirty work, like 
Dennis; as much shooting, assasination, vil- 
lainy, Irish jigs, songs amd dances as can 
be conveniently crammed into three acts; 
add a miscellaneous assortment of shillalahs, 
whisky-bottles, and lively corpses; shake 
them all up altogether, it doesn’t much mat- 
ter how, and flavor strongly with bad En- 
glish and Irish brogue, of no particular 
dialect, and the work is done. Of course 
there is plenty of incident and no end of 
striking situations, as the unfortunate 
gentleman who played Mike Coonan must 
have thought when the stalwart Lanty 
knocked him to the ground with a blow that 
must have been heard to the extremity of 
the gallery; but In spite of the dances, and 
songs, and murders, and shootings, and 
drownings, and potheen the play feil flat.

DIVIDING THE REWARD FOR THE 

OF BILI. ALLEN. 

The Council Finance Committee got together 
yesterday afternoon and performed the last act 
of the tragedy in which Bill Alien, the colored 
desperado who was killed in a chicken-coop 
after a most exciting chase, was the ceutral Og- 
ure, that of distributme the reward ot $500 
which was offered by the city for his appreben- 
sion. The matter was pot an easy one to settie, 
as @ number of persons were fuund to be equal- 
ly deserving of reward;; but after considerable 
investigation and argument the distribution oc- 
curred, and the general opinion is that it is just. 
One of the men who came in for the heaviest 
share of the money is an old man named Thomas 
Jenkins, who bas not previously figured. in the 
case, although it now appears that he 
gave the police the first § intimation 
regarding Alleu's whereabouts. The committee 
learned from a reliable source that on 
Friday afternoen previous to the killing of 
Allen Sunday, as Mr. Jenkins was on his way to 
Wren’s stable, where he is a watchman, de passed 
two colored men at the corner of Halsted and 
Hubbard street, one of whom said: Bill Allen's 
over at Lambert's.

ELEVATED RAILWAYS. 
A DISCUSSION BEFORE THE COUNCIL COM- 
MITTEE. 


The Kailroad Committee of Gundi held a 
session yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
considering the ordinance granting the rigbt of 
way to the Cook County Passenger Transporta- 
mon Company, which wags presented at a recent 
meeting of the Council, Ald, Sheridan occupied 
the chair, and the other members present were 
Ald. Gaynor, Urivin, and Riordan. 

The committee-room was well filled with in- 
terested property-owners, principally from Lin- 
colu avenue, and several friends of the new 
corporation. 

Ex-Aid. Thomas Stout, addressing the com- 
mittee, said that avery large meeting of the 
resideats of the Fifteenth Ward had been heid 
the previous eventing, at which reselutions op- 
posing the granting of the right of way bad been 
passed, and instructions given the Aldermen 
of the ward to use their influence toward pre- 
venting the passage of the ordinance. Many of 
the gentlemen who had attended that meeting 
were present to enter their protest personally to 


the com mittee. 


Mr. John McAuley said be bad circulated a pe- 
tidon against the ordinance among the proper- 


‘ty-owners on Lincoln avenue, and in a very 


brief time he had secured seveuty signatures. 
Nota single taxpayer had refused to sign the 
petition; iu fact, all were anxious to sign it. 
The people seen by him lived oa the avenue be- 
tween the juncnosa of Wells street and Fuller- 
ton avenue. Ine people were agitated about 
the matter, and would oppose the company in 
every honorable way. 

At this point several p rty-owners on Lin- 
colp avenue, who had not — ao opportunity to 
glu their names to the petition asked and were 
granted the privilewe of doing 80. 

Mr. Hannabs, the patentee of the elevated 
road which the company proposes to build, was 
again given ao opportunity to present bis argu- 
ments in favor of the new system of travel. He 
began by explaining a model of his patent, 
which, unlike the New York Elevated Road. 
would not ipjure a street. On the con- 
rary, it would be ornamental, and would 
add to tne value of property. It would 
take up no more space in the streets than the 
telegraph pol which would be done away 
with by it, as ere was a place between the 
tracks which could be utili for ail wires. It 
would relieve the horse-cars of much uanprofita- 
ble through trathe. and would give working peo- 
ple an opportunity to pass less thas one-twelfth 
of their time on the curs. The cars of the road 
would opera lighted by 
electricity, and would be warmed in wimter 80 
that travel would become a 2 Transfer 
tickets would be used, evabling passengers to 
go from one end of the city to another on one 
fare. The company asked for the right of way 
witbout reserve, with the privilege of securing 
the consent of property-owners to occupy a 
street or get the privilege through the courts. 

Ald. Colvin asked if it was not necessary for 
them to get the consent of one-half the proper- 
ty-owners On a street before they could oc- 
cupy it. 

Mr. Hannabs took the ound that it was 
not, de having been so advised. As to the mat- 
ter of motive power, when the ordinance before 
them was draw, it was not - positively ~y 
that electricity could be used in operating th 
road. Now, bowever, they were positive that 
the power could be employed. aud they were 
willing to have the ordinance so amended that 
they would be bound to use electricity both for 
lighting and ruoning. 

Ald. Coivin then read the city ordinance which 
expressly provided that no railroad of apy kind 
can be piaced in the street without tme consent 
of over haif of the property-owners. 

Mr. Haunahs repeated that he had been ad- 
vised to the contrary, and they were willing to 
take their chances ff the privilege was granted 
them by the Council. 

Mr. Louis Wahi, one of the ſucorporators of 
the company, stated that they were willing to 
bind themselves to the use of electricity, and 
that they were ready to go to work right away 
constructing the road.
